ENEMY IN SHAPE TO FORCE FIGHTING 


London, Dec. 15.—There is no use trying to camou- 


flage the gravity of the situation on the west front which 
i* the only war theatre which is the last analysis when the 
time really comes. 


Today's speech by Lloyd George at Graves Inn was 


regarded as a call to arms in th»> present crisis. The set- 
back to British arms at Cambrai has not only nullified 
Haig's splendid concentration and Byng's splendid ad- 
ance but it is generally admitted the reverses marks an 
end to the British offensive foi- some time to come. All 
the initiative now is up to Hindenburg. 


General Byng's reverse readily demonstrates the un- 


truth of widely circulated stories regarding the enemy; 
it demonstrates the utter absurdity of the btory that the 
morale of the German troops is \\aning; it gives the he to 
the confidential stories that Germany's internal aftahs 
a>-e on the down grade. 


Regardless of who is i ostensible for the reveises it 


plainly displayed the fact that ihe whole army is too con- 
licient and is too careless. 
Furthermore the present army 


has not been accustomed by necessity to learn defensive 
tactics like the heroes of the Mai ne who have now dwindl- 
ed to a mere handful in the great war machine. Coordin- 
ation has been the great difficulty and the troops under- 
estimated the enemy's capacity for an offensive. 


The fact remains, howoer, that the crisit is at hand 


and that the public is being awakened to a realization of 
it. London newspapers today regarded Lloyd George's 
speech as a well-timed stimulant. 


It may also mean that Germany will have an oppor- 


tunity to fulfill her threat to break through the allies' 
lines before American participation can equalize the re- 
inforcement to the German line from the Russian front.

ENEMY IN SHAPE TO FORCE FIGHTING 


London, Dec. 15.—There is no use trying to camou- 


flage the gravity of the situation on the west front which 
i* the only war theatre which is the last analysis when the 
time really comes. 


Today's speech by Lloyd George at Graves Inn was 


regarded as a call to arms in th»> present crisis. The set- 
back to British arms at Cambrai has not only nullified 
Haig's splendid concentration and Byng's splendid ad- 
ance but it is generally admitted the reverses marks an 
end to the British offensive foi- some time to come. All 
the initiative now is up to Hindenburg. 


General Byng's reverse readily demonstrates the un- 


truth of widely circulated stories regarding the enemy; 
it demonstrates the utter absurdity of the btory that the 
morale of the German troops is \\aning; it gives the he to 
the confidential stories that Germany's internal aftahs 
a>-e on the down grade. 


Regardless of who is i ostensible for the reveises it 


plainly displayed the fact that ihe whole army is too con- 
licient and is too careless. 
Furthermore the present army 


has not been accustomed by necessity to learn defensive 
tactics like the heroes of the Mai ne who have now dwindl- 
ed to a mere handful in the great war machine. Coordin- 
ation has been the great difficulty and the troops under- 
estimated the enemy's capacity for an offensive. 


The fact remains, howoer, that the crisit is at hand 


and that the public is being awakened to a realization of 
it. London newspapers today regarded Lloyd George's 
speech as a well-timed stimulant. 


It may also mean that Germany will have an oppor- 


tunity to fulfill her threat to break through the allies' 
lines before American participation can equalize the re- 
inforcement to the German line from the Russian front.
